(READ ROMANS 1:16-17) 

Paul writes “] am not ashamed of the gospel... For therein is the righteousness 
of God revealed...” Remarkable, is it not? | mean, you’d think that Paul would 
write that the gospel reveals the love of God or the grace of God; while most 
certainly the gospel does reveal His love and His grace, first and foremost, it 
reveals His righteousness. 


You see, the gospel reveals how that God is right and just to forgive us by His love 
in Christ, through the doing of His Son’s perfect life and the dying of His Son’s sin 
atoning death; our Heavenly Father “hath made Him to be sin for us, who knew no 
sin; that we might be made the righteousness of God in Him” (2 Corinthians 5:21). 


In other words the gospel justifies God, in that, when He justifies us—He does so justly 
and freely by and through His grace in Christ. The gospel begins with God and finishes 
with Him, it shows us how He is both a just God and the justifier of His people. 


Now, when Paul writes “! am not ashamed of the gospel,” he is declaring ‘God is 
satisfied!’ His Son has fulfilled the demands of God's holy unbending law on my 
behalf, on behalf of His people, in the strictest sense possible. By the grace He 
purposed to give me in Christ Jesus my Lord, | have been made to know that He 
is satisfied with the doing and dying of His only begotten Son. And if God is 
satisfied, how can | be ashamed of that! That’s our sure hope beloved!—PASTOR
